The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record teaches a high-pressure metal halide discharge lamp 
comprising a combination of various elements as claimed, more specifically, the filling 
includes zinc, a halogen and a rare gas, wherein at least a portion of the zinc and at 
least a portion of the halogen are present as zinc halogenide, wherein an overall 
amount of the zinc is more than 1 umole/cm 3 , and the zinc/halogen molar ratio is 
greater than 0.5. 

However, the prior art of record neither shows nor suggests a motivation for an 
overall amount of the halogen being between 1 and 30 ju,mole/cm 3 as set forth in Claim 
1.
